Heartbroken family tell 
of ‘wonderful’ schoolboy 
missing in plane tragedy 


THE man behind 
the Barry 
Independent Party 
says eight people 
are already inter¬ 
ested in standing 
for it in future Vale 
Council elections. 

Bryn Evans (69) 
announced the formation 
of the party in The GEM 
on May 21. 

Mr Evans, who served 
in the army for 22 years, 
has campaigned against 
the development at 
Cemetery Approach, and 
says he is tired of coun¬ 
cillors putting old party 
loyalties ahead of the 
interests of the people of

the town. He told The 
GEM: “In the last couple 
of weeks, there has been 
a lot of interest from 
people, and we now 
have eight people who 
want to stand as council¬ 
lors. 

“I have had calls from 
people wanting to sup¬ 
port the party, and I’ve 
even been stopped by 
people while I’ve been 
out walking the dog. 

One woman said she and 
her friends had seen the 
story and would support 
the party. 

“It is time the tail 
stopped wagging the dog 


- decisions on the town 
should not be made in 
the interests of the Vale. 

“I am even in favour 
of the establishment of a 
Barry Borough Council, 
separate from the Vale 
Council, so the town’s 
interests are properly 
addressed.” 

Mr Evans said he was 
still concerned that 
Cemetery Approach 
might see some sort of 
development, and added 
that too many areas were 
being targeted for houses 
,with the people of Barry 
getting little in return. 

He also points to the 


rundown state of the 
Island, the lack of an 
outdoor swimming pool 
and the closure of the 
cinema as instances of 
neglect. 

Mr Evans hopes the 
party will contest the 
local elections in 2012. 

On Monday, June 1, 
Mr Evans had a meeting 
with Conn Gwyn John 
of Llantwit Eirst 
Independents, to find out 
how they had achieved 
electoral success. 

Currently, three of 
the four councillors in 
Llantwit Major are from 
the independent 
grouping.

THE Vale family of 
11-year-old school¬ 
boy Alexander 
Bjoroy, who is miss¬ 
ing in the Air 
France jet tragedy, 
have described him 
as “wonderful”. 

Alexander had been 
staying with his Penarth- 
born mother and 
Norwegian father in 
Brazil over the half-term 
holiday and was flying 
back to his prep school. 

He was being chaper¬ 
oned on the flight to 
Paris and onwards to 
Heathrow, where he was 
due to be met by rela¬ 
tives. 

His heartbroken 
grandfather William 
Dougill, 80, said: “He is 
my only grandson. We 
are all going to miss him. 

“Alexander had been 
with my daughter and 
her husband in Rio but 
was returning to school.” 

The schoolboy’s 
Norwegian-born father, 
who works in the oil 


industry, and mother 
Jane are flying back to 
Britain, still awaiting 
news of the fate of the 
Air Prance plane which 
disappeared over the 
Atlantic. 

The pair were “devas¬ 
tated” after waving him 
off on Sunday, after a 
two-week stay with them 
in Brazil. 

He was due to call 
them by mobile phone 
after touching down at 
Charles de Gaulle airport 
in Paris and again at 
Heathrow. 

The youngster kept in 
regular touch with his 
parents during term time 
via emails and mobile 
phone. 

The couple, who have 
lived all over the world, 
were married in Jane's 
home town of Penarth, in 
1990. They have a 
daughter, who is younger 
than Alexander. 

Retired Mr Dougill, 
who lives in Penarth with 
wife Joyce (82), said he 
was in regular contact

As a former member of the 
Royal Air Eorce with 24 years’ 
service, I am well aware of the 
excellent relationship that the 
local community has with the 
Armed Eorces and the historical 
context. 

I am also aware that West 
Camp residents have families 
who use the local infrastructure, 
and that the vast majority of per¬ 
sonnel are polite, respectful and a 
credit, not only to the community, 
but to the uniforms they wear. 

The choice of words to 
describe my letter as ‘disgraceful’ 


reminded me of my thoughts 
when I found myself in the casu¬ 
alty department of the Princess of 
Wales Hospital. 

I accompanied my friend there, 
in an ambulance, after he had 
been set upon by a group of 
people. 

These assailants had beaten 
him to the floor, before kicking 
and stamping on him. We had 
been warned not to go into 
Llantwit any more as there was a 
chance of assault but, as mature 
and sober 40-year-old men, we 
thought it would not happen to 
us. 

Mrs Austin, I would ask you to 
consider how you would feel if a 
friend or relation became the vic¬ 
tim of an unprovoked attack in 
front of you? 


The full description of the 
experience could not possibly be 
repeated in a family newspaper; 
suffice to say that ‘disgraceful’ 
does not come anywhere near. 

Einally, I have to reiterate that 
I am not calling into question the 
integrity of the majority of ‘West 
camp residents’. As I stated in my 
previous correspondence, as an 
ex-serviceman myself, I know it 
is a difficult job done very well 
by people who should be recog¬ 
nised more for their services. 

I do, however, feel that some¬ 
one should take responsibility for 
the behaviour of the few when 
‘socialising’ - before someone 
becomes seriously hurt. 

I hope it does not happen to 
my children or yours, Mrs Austin.

Searching for entrepreneur’s castle 


R ecently, 

six walkers 
joined Terry 
and Val for a trip 
up to Bath and a 
walk that took in 
the town’s skyline. 

They left the George 
Inn car park at 
Bathampton, which is in 
a picturesque setting 
beside the banks of the 
Kennet and Avon canal. 

The Kennet and Avon 
canal runs from the 
River Thames at 
Reading down to the 
River Avon at Bristol, on 
a direct link from 
London to the Bristol 
Channel. It was opened 
in stages between 1723- 
1810, but was navigable 
only with difficulty and 
many years later it has 
finally been restored and 
was re-opened by HM 
The Queen in 1990. 

Leaving the canal, the 
group climbed upwards 
to the ridge through 
Bath wick woods and 
stopped for morning cof¬ 
fee on the edge of the 
Bath golf course. 
Refreshed, they contin¬ 
ued on to part of the 
eastern skyline and the 
folly known locally as 
Ralph Allen’s Sham 
Castle. 

Ralph Allen originally 
hailed from Cornwall, 
but he moved to Bath 
and rapidly worked his 
way up to become 
Postmaster of Bath at the 
age of only 19. He was a 
great entrepreneur and 
came up with various 


ideas to improve the 
postal service, becoming 
a very successful busi¬ 
nessman, and from the 
wealth he created, 
bought land, including 
Coombe Down. 

It was there that the 
creamy coloured Bath 
stone could be found in 
abundance and he 
utilised that to build his 
mansion at Prior Park. 
Sham Castle was built in 
1762 up on a hilltop so 
that he could see it from 
his town mansion house. 

Allen was a very 
benevolent man who 
contributed greatly to the 
building of Georgian 
Bath; there is a school 
named after him and he 
became Mayor on sever¬ 
al occasions. 

The group enjoyed 
their lunch in a meadow 
full of inquisitive cows 
near Rainbow woods. 

Reaching the hamlet 
of Tucking Mill they 
passed the home of 
William Smith, known 
as the ‘Father of English 
Geology’. 

Born in 1769 into a 
farming family, he had 
little education but 
became a self-taught 
mineral surveyor and 
civil engineer, and 
among his accomplish¬ 
ments he became the 
first man to frame a 
complete geological map 
of England and Wales. 

He was ostracised 
because of his back¬ 
ground and many other 
people plagiarised his 
work without any pay¬ 



ment to him, so that 
ironically, after his map 
was published, he was 
sent to King’s Bench 
prison because of his 
outstanding debts. 

Walking through 
Monkton Coombe, they 
passed Monkton 
Coombe private board¬ 
ing school, before enter¬ 
ing the churchyard of the 
Norman St Michael and 
All Angels Church. Then 
it was on to Coombe 
Grove Manor Hotel 
which boasts swimming 
pools and a spa! 

Continuing on past 
the RSPCA home and 
Bath University, they 
stopped for a tea break 
and enjoyed the warm 
sunshine before entering 
Bathampton woods with 
its Iron Age fort, and 
returned to the canal, 
passing many narrow 
boats on their way back 
to the pub for a drink or 
an ice cream.

‘MISLEADING FIGURES 
AND TRANSPARENCY 


I T’S good that John 
Smith MP believes in 
full transparency and 
has never profited from his 
expenses claims. 

His wraparound report in The 
GEM of April 23, clearly stated 
it’s an ‘information publication’ 
funded by his ‘communications 
allowance’. 

The issue is not transparency, 
but whether misleading spin and 
self-promotional publicity should 
be supported from parliamentary 
funds. 


Mr Smith still writes of £12 
billion investment at St Athan, 
despite most of this PFI contract 
going on salaries and running 
costs over the 25 to 30 years. 

The Metrix figure given at the 
exhibition meeting (March 30) 
was £0.7 billion and 40 per cent 
of that is for the housing. 

He writes of ‘over 20,000 stu¬ 
dents’ each year. Yet the Metrix 
document says - 2,500 students, 
apparently based on 40 per cent 
of those enrolled, attending the 
other nine learning centres for 60 
per cent of their courses (lasting 


six weeks to 18 months). 

Evidently it’s a relatively small 
training college and would not be 
up and running till 2014/15. 

Jobs in construction are given 
as 800 average. So how could 
Mr Smith proclaim this to be a 
‘recession-buster’? 

Is it not misuse of the “com¬ 
munications allowance” to give 
constituents the mythical figures 
of two years ago, rather than real¬ 
istic ones, with the project team’s 
up-to-date estimates?

Rhian Edwards had 
told The GEM: “When I 
phoned up the council to 
help they didn’t seem to 
care. The man on the 
phone got shirty with 
me and so did a woman. 

“My carer spoke to 
them and got the same 
response.” 

Steve Morris, head of 
building and vehicle 
services at the council, 
explained: “We received 
the first call from Ms 
Edwards on May 5, and 
our call centre arranged 
for an inspection which 
was to take place on 
May 19. 

“Unfortunately, due to 
an error this date wasn’t 
entered into the appoint¬ 
ments diary, but as soon 
as this was realised we 


went out of our way to 
reschedule the inspection 
for the May 22 to suit 
Ms Edwards. 

“However, it wasn’t 
until we spoke with Ms 
Edwards’ carer that we 
were made aware that 
this was a clinical waste 
issue, which we would 
prioritise for an urgent 
response. 

“Due to this factor, 
we contacted Ms 
Edwards on May 28 
with the intention of 
repairing her storage 
area. 

“We would like to 
apologise for any incon¬ 
venience this may have 
caused to her and hope 
that this brings a satis¬ 
factory conclusion to the 
matter.”

SWIFT. 
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'More to the Gurkhas’ 
issue than well-meaning 
campaigners realise’ 


T he question of the 
right of Gurkha ex- 
servicemen to reset¬ 
tlement in the UK has 
become an emotive and, 
sadly, a political matter. 

The natural sense of fair play 
will have directed the average 
Briton to unquestionably support 
the Gurkhas’ rights, and nearly 
all of the letters published in 
your columns fully bear this out. 

The bandwagon fronted by 
Joanna Lumley has gained con¬ 
siderable momentum. But is the 
matter as straightforward as it 
might appear? 

Firstly, let us take a look at 
the background to the Gurkhas’ 
association with the British 
Army. 

During the period of British 
rule in India, it was only natural 
that our army of occupation 
should seek reliable reinforce¬ 
ments from a more local source. 

What could be more conven¬ 
ient than to call upon the little 
men from India’s near neighbour 
Nepal; and what more natural 
than that the man from this war¬ 
rior nation should seek to 
improve his lot by offering his 
services? 

But the Gurkha did not come 
as a ready-made soldier. He was 
simply the raw material from 
which a fully-trained soldier 
could be made. In fact, he was a 
mercenary. 

The rejection rate from the 
hundreds of volunteers was 
extremely high. But once accept¬ 
ed, the Gurkha soldier would be 
highly honoured in his native 
village and when he returned, his 
small pension would be one of 
comparative riches. 

But whatever his fighting 
^aualities, in any action he has 


always been led by British offi¬ 
cers of exceptional leadership 
ability. 

I was privileged to serve dur¬ 
ing World War II as part of a fine 
Indian Division, which included 
Gurkhas, and I have seen them 
from what they are; disciplined, 
courageous, adaptable, and 
unquestionably loyal to their 
adopted queen and country. 

In North Africa and Italy, 
where I served, there were three 
Indian Infantry divisions, each 
with three battalions of 1,000 
Gurkhas, making a total of 9,000 
in this theatre alone. 

I have no idea how many 
were serving in the far east, but 
it is safe to assume that this 
number could at least be doubled 
and possibly trebled. Say a mini¬ 
mum of 20,000 in all. 

If given the right to settle in 
this country, although few would 
ever have visited these shores, 
all of these would be eligible. 

But of course like their British 
counterparts, age has taken its 
toll. Nevertheless, there must be 
several thousand aged Gurkhas 
still surviving who would qualify 
for settlement here. 

They must have the same 
rights as those who have been 
based in our country and who 
have served in more recent con¬ 
flicts. 

But why stop at the Gurkhas? 
What about the thousands of 
Indians who served alongside 
them in the defence of this coun¬ 
try? 

To a Gurkha’s family, from a 
mountain village somewhere in 
the Himalayas, life in Britain 
would be as unnatural as life on 
the moon. 

It is also a fact that those 
Gurkhas who have served in this 
country since World War II have 


themselves not really experi¬ 
enced civilian life here either. 

The Army is largely a closed 
community. They will have been 
mainly pre-occupied with train¬ 
ing camps and ceremonial duties 
based in barracks. 

So before joining the protest, 
the well-meaning but mostly 
ignorant people of our country 
would do well to consider the 
implications. 

These overcrowded islands 
are already trying to assimilate 
groups of people from other 
nations, who have no intention 
of becoming part of our culture 
and who are placing ever- 
increasing demands to meet their 
own perceived rights. 

The acceptance of the Gurkha 
soldier’s right to residence here 
would create just such another 
community with similar rights 
and demands. 

Joanna Lumley’s campaign 
may be entirely sincere, but does 
it really owe anything to reality? 
Would resettlement in the British 
Isles be fair either to the Gurkha 
families or to our nation as a 
whole? Surely there must be 
another way to reward their serv¬ 
ice to our country? 

It is not a simple matter of fair 
play. Having just returned from 
what will possibly be my last 
visit to the British and 
Commonwealth cemetery in 
Cassino in Italy where I paid my 
tribute, with other veterans, to 
the large section of Gurkha dead 
there, I am probably able to 
appreciate the value of the 
Gurkha more than most of your 
correspondents. However, that 
doesn’t prevent me from seeing 
the difficulties that settlement 
here might pose.

Barrians who served in 
Second World War to be 
honoured in exhibition 


THIS September 
sees the 70th 
anniversary of the 
start of the Second 
World War, that 
enormous conflict 
which claimed the 
lives of 370,000 
Britons. 

Events will be held 
the length and breadth of 
the United Kingdom, 
and Barry will play its 
part in commemorating 
the sacrifice made, and 
the service given, by its 
men and women all 
those years ago. 

To remember the role 
that the people of Barry 
and the surrounding 
areas played in the 
defeat of Germany and 
Japan, local military his¬ 
torian Dr Jonathan Hicks 
will be staging a two- 
week long exhibition at 
Arts Central in Barry 
Library. 

Dr Hicks says: “On 
display in Arts Central 
will be the material I 
have collected over the 
past few years on the 
role that Barrians played 


in the Second World 
War. I have interviewed 
military, naval and air 
force veterans, civilians 
who experienced the 
bombing of Barry and 
have spoken with mer¬ 
chant seamen sunk by 
German u-boats. 

“As a result, I have 
numerous photographs 
and written accounts, 
which will form the 
basis of a thought-pro¬ 
voking display that will 
be of great interest to the 
people of Barry. 

“Thousands of local 
people attended the two 
large scale exhibitions at 
Barry Memorial Hall in 
2007 and 2008, on the 
role that Barrians played 
in the two world wars of 
the last century. 

Both were extremely 
successful and raised 
funds for the upkeep of 
Barry’s Roll of Honour. 

“The display at Arts 
Central will allow me to 
display the whole range 
of information I have 
collected, and for a 
longer period than just a 
one-day exhibition. 


“Barry, as we are all 
aware, is a town without 
a museum. There is no 
venue for a permanent 
display of such material 
and with this important 
anniversary fast 
approaching it is incum¬ 
bent on us to commemo¬ 
rate the courage that 
male and female 
Barrians showed during 
those years. 

“The Second World 
War is also part of the 
national curriculum in 
primary and secondary 
schools, so the opportu¬ 
nity to teach our children 
what happened from 
1939-1945 as it affected 
Barry and Barrians 
should not be missed.” 

The following sec¬ 


tions will be displayed: 
The RAF, The Army, 
The Royal Navy, The 
Merchant Navy, 
Women’s Contribution, 
The Barry Blitz. 

“The exhibition will 
open on Saturday, 
September 12, and will 
run for two weeks. I will 
be in attendance on 
Saturdays and very 
much look forward to 
engaging with the public 
and collecting yet more 
stories,” Dr Hicks added. 

He expressed his grat¬ 
itude to Tracey Harding, 
arts development manag¬ 
er of the Vale Council, 
for facilitating this exhi¬ 
bition.

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VALE MP FIGHTS FOR HIS 
REPUTATION AFTER 
EXPENSES ALLEGATIONS 


VALE MP John 
Smith is under 
attack after a news¬ 
paper story alleging 
that he had claimed 
almost £58,000 over 
four years, without 
submitting receipts. 

The allegation related 
to Mr Smith’s Additional 
Costs Allowance (ACA), 
which covers the extra 
costs incurred by an MP 
as a result of living in 
London. 

MPs typically claim 
between £20,000 and 
£23,000 on this account, 
and Mr Smith is no 
exception. 

The Telegraph, which 
is in possession of a 
leaked CD, wrote that he 
was paying rent of “up to 
£560” per month - but 
had produced no other 
receipts for the four 
years from 2004/05 to 
2007/08. 

Instead, it was alleged 
that Mr Smith had pro¬ 
duced monthly ‘round 
figures’ for food (£400), 
cleaning (£250), tele¬ 
phone bills (£250), and 
utility bills (£250). 

The allegations led to 
a call from the Plaid 
Cymru candidate for the 
Vale, Dr Ian Johnson, 
that Mr Smith should 
step down as an MP. (Mr 


Smith has already indi¬ 
cated that he will not be 
defending his seat at the 
next general election on 
health grounds). 

Dr Johnson said: “I 
was flabbergasted to dis¬ 
cover that John Smith 
had claimed nearly 
£60,000 in four years 
without putting forward 
a receipt, using a loop¬ 
hole to claim the maxi¬ 
mum that required no 
proof of actual expendi¬ 
ture. 

“This is just two 
weeks after he told the 
local papers in Barry that 
he ‘never exploited the 
system of MPs’ 
allowances’. 

“He has already made 
the choice to step down 
at the next general elec¬ 
tion, but this news 
means that he must leave 
the job immediately, 
rather than hanging on as 
a lame duck for up to 
another year.” 

The GEM contacted 
Mr Smith’s office and 
asked five questions. 

1/ Does Mr Smith dis¬ 
pute the claim that he 
submitted no receipts 
during the four-year 
period? 

2/ Mr Smith had a 
cost advantage by choos¬ 
ing to rent and not buy. It 
was £5,000 - £6,000 
cheaper per year.

However, by the end of 
the year, he ends up 
spending as much on his 
AC A as other MPs. 
Any comment? 

3/ Has he claimed 
round figures each 
month on things like 
food and cleaning? 
What about when the 
house is in recess? 

4/ When he publishes 
the accounts, will that 
include the Additional 
Costs Allowance, the 
Incidental Expenses 
Provision, and 

Communications 
Allowance? 

5/ Mr Smith’s state¬ 
ment refers to “inaccura¬ 
cies” in the Telegraph 
report. Can you give any 
details on that? 

Mr Smith issued the 
following statement and 
at his request, we are 
printing this in full: 

His spokesman stat¬ 
ed: “Mr Smith is devas¬ 
tated and repudiates 
allegations that he has 
exploited the parliamen¬ 
tary expenses system fol¬ 
lowing an article in the 
Sunday Telegraph; 
which has appeared 
since he announced his 
retirement on health 
grounds two weeks ago. 


“Historically, Mr 
Smith has been one of 
the lowest claimants of 
parliamentary expenses. 
He does not own a sec¬ 
ond home, he has never 
claimed for any luxury 
goods and all the money 
he has claimed over the 
years has gone towards 
meeting the cost of living 
and working in London 
and not for personal 
gain. 

“Mr Smith is commit¬ 
ted to transparency and 
will publish his expenses 
in full, as soon as is 
practicable. ” 

The statement con¬ 
tinued: 

“A number of allega¬ 
tions were made in the 
Sunday Telegraph which 
he did not have an 
opportunity to respond 
to. 

“Mr Smith was 
accused of claiming 
Additional Cost 

Allowance between 2004 
and 2008 without sub¬ 
mitting receipts. 

“Under the rules at 
the time, no receipts 
were required and all Mr 
Smith’s claims were 
cleared by the Commons 
authority and were with¬ 
in the existing rules. 

“Contrary to what 


was alleged in the news¬ 
paper article, in July 
2007, when the 
Commons authority 
wrote to Mr. Smith 
informing him that he 
could no longer continue 
to claim in this way, he 
immediately changed his 
claims to meet the new 
requirements. 

“In April 2008, Mr 
Smith moved to an 
unfurnished bedsit in 
Pimlico and purchased 
some modestly-priced 
items of furniture, 
including a table and 
two chairs and a sofa 
bed, and submitted 
receipts as required 
under further rule 
changes. 

“Not all the items on 
the receipts referred to in 
the newspaper article 
were claimed for. 

“Contrary to what 
was said in the 
Telegraph, it is untrue 
that Mr Smith submitted 
a bill for legal costs over 
a dispute with the land¬ 
lord over his constituen¬ 
cy office. In actual fact, 
this was a standard com¬ 
mercial charge for draw¬ 
ing up a lease. 

“It seems that politi¬ 
cal opponents in the Vale 
are trying to damage Mr 
Smith’s reputation by 
linking the timing of his 
retirement announce¬ 


ment with the expenses 
furore. 

“Nothing could be 
further from the truth - 
Mr Smith has been 
advised by his doctor not 
to stand for re-election 
and he is following that 
advice. ”

Hollywood is paved 
with casualties who 
look as if they’ve 
been on the end of 
a particularly harsh 
power slam. 

For every Dwayne 
‘The Rock’ Johnson, a 
charismatic performer 
who has shown in the 
likes of The Game Plan 
and Welcome To The 
Jungle a deft ability to 
be both an action hero 
and comedian, there’s a 
Hulk Hogan - whose 
dubious big-screen cred¬ 
its include the likes of 
No Holds Barred, 
Suburban Commando, 
and last, but definitely 
least, Santa With 
Muscles. 

The latest grappler to 
swap the spandex for 
celluloid is John Cena, 
who stars in 72 Rounds. 
Cena plays Danny 
Fisher who, in the act of 
capturing terrorist Miles 
Jackson (Aidan Gillen), 
inadvertently causes the 
death of the terrorist’s 
girlfriend. 

One year from the 
accident, Jackson breaks 
out of prison and cap¬ 
tures Danny’s girlfriend 
Molly (Ashley Scott) as 
an act of revenge; if 
Danny wants to see 
Molly again then must 


a wrestler and comes 
from Renny Harlin, an 
action director whose 
knowledge of the word 
‘subtlety’ seems to be 
non-existent, it doesn’t 
mean that the end result 
won’t be a thought-pro¬ 
voking piece of work on 
the emotional loss of 
supposedly villainous 
people, and how it 
affects the ‘good guys’. 

Unfortunately, as 
intriguing as the above 
film sounds, the finished 
product is nothing like 
it.

PUPILS MAKE AN ITALIAN CONNECTION 


BARRY 
Comprehensive 
School recently 

played host to a 
group of Italian 
pupils and staff 
from ISIS Cicognini 
Rodari, a school 
near Prato (which is 
22km from 

Florence) 

Nineteen 17-year-old 
students, two members of 
staff (one the head¬ 
teacher) and Matilde, the 
10-year-old daughter of 
one of the teachers, all 
joined us for lessons and 
cultural events, in what 
we hope to see as the 
beginning of a long last¬ 
ing friendship with our 
Italian School. 

The aim of the visit 
was a bilateral project 
entitled ‘Comparing 
Traditions’. Our visitors 
were keen to see how we 
taught a wide range of 
subjects and also to find 
out what is special about 
Welsh Culture and tradi¬ 
tion. 

Highlights of the visit 
included a visit to St. 
Fagans, which covers 
Welsh life from Celtic 
times to the present day. 

Our visitors were real¬ 
ly interested in the school 
house and the infamous 
‘Welsh NOT’. The group 
also enjoyed a lesson, in 


English, on Dylan 
Thomas at the actual 
Boathouse in Laugharne 
where he wrote so much 
of his work. This was a 
very special occasion for 
all involved. 

The Italian students 
are studying Pride and 
Prejudice, so we felt we 
couldn’t miss out on a 
trip to the Jane Austen 
Centre at Bath. The cen¬ 
tre is excellent and we 
booked in a literary walk 
around Bath, paying 
homage to Jane Austen 
settings and episodes 
from a range of novels. 

A good investigation 
into local customs should 
not omit food, and we 
tried hard to ensure that 
our visitors sampled both 
Welsh and British delica¬ 
cies. 

A large, traditional 
Sunday roast was 
enjoyed by all at the King 
Arthur Hotel, set in the 
beautiful landscape of 
the Gower Peninsula, 
while, nearer to home, 
our year-10 college stu¬ 
dents laid on a superb 
Welsh-style buffet of hot 
and cold typical Welsh 
foods. 

The Italian visitors 
treated us to a wonderful 
homemade spaghetti 
Carbonara. 

Our visitors felt that 
the project did fulfil their 
initial aims: they were 


immersed in Welsh cul¬ 
ture and did gain a very 
real experience of 
Welsh/British education. 

The students particu¬ 
larly appreciated an 
afternoon visit to High 
Street Primary School 
and were impressed with 
the interactive nature of 
the lessons. 

Students also felt that 
their English had 
improved, many of them 
making extended thank 
you speeches in English 
on their final night. 

We were so pleased to 
host this visit and it was 
felt to be successful. 
There are already plans 
for Welsh students to 
return the visit in March 
2010 - our year-8 stu¬ 
dents are currently brush¬ 
ing up their Italian! 

This visit should be an 
excellent springboard for 
Italian growing and 
flourishing in our school. 

Einally, as a school we 
would like to thank the 
host of staff (including 
ex-colleagues) and stu¬ 
dents who gave readily 
of their time to ensure the 
visit was successful. 

Thanks to the many 
drivers, cooks - cawl 
cooked at midnight! - 
and individuals who 
were so generous in giv¬ 
ing up time to create this 
special European friend¬ 
ship.

YEAR-12 students 
Curtis Mathews 
(Barry 

Comprehensive) 
and Elinor Lewis 
(Bro Morgannwg) 
were the top placed 
Vale athletes when 
the 14th Cardiff & 
the Vale Schools 
Combined Events 
championships 
were held at the 
Cardiff 
International 
Sports Stadium at 
Leckwith. 

Last year, when there 
was no athletics stadium 
in Cardiff, the event was 
held for the only time at 
Tenner Park. It was a 
lovely, sunny afternoon 
and a record number of 
pupils competed - 194 - 
with 82 of them repre¬ 
senting Vale schools, and 
the fixture was complet¬ 
ed in its planned four 
hour time slot. 

The drawback with 
Tenner is that it only has 
one high jump bed, 
which resulted, last year, 
in the middle and junior 
girls only completing 
four events instead of 
the usual pentathlon. 

This time, at new 
Leckwith, conditions 
were not good, one of 
those damp, drizzly and 
windy afternoons, but 
still a new record num¬ 
ber of pupils competed, 
with the 200 mark 
exceeded for the first 
time - 210 athletes from 
years 8 to 13 took part, 
with a hugely encourag¬ 
ing 99 coming from the 
Vale schools. 

Mathews, last year’s 
middle (under-17) cham¬ 
pion with a points total 
of 2,554 for a competi¬ 
tion covering the 100m 
hurdles, long and high 
jumps, shot and 800 
metres, underlined how 
much he has improved 
under the guidance of 
Welsh Athletics com¬ 
bined events coach Mike 
Guest. He finished with 
a hugely encouraging 
total of 2,590 points for 
the senior competition, 
which covers a different 
combination of events - 
100 metres, long jump, 
shot, javelin and 1,500 
metres. 

That points score bet¬ 
ters the previous record 
of 2,467 for those five 
events, set by Daniel 
Gaunt (Cardiff High) in 
2004 - and it shows that. 


although the Barry stu¬ 
dent is far from the fin¬ 
ished article, he is head¬ 
ing in the right direction. 

For Lewis, much bet¬ 
ter known for her pole 
vault prowess, there was 
the satisfaction of claim¬ 
ing a first ever combined 
events title, though she 
may be disappointed 
with her points total in 
the senior girls’ competi¬ 
tion, in which all six ath¬ 
letes were from Vale 
schools. 

In the middle (under- 
17) and junior (under- 
15) sections, Cowbridge 
year-11 Oliver Trotman 
produced the highest 
points score. His 2,302 
was good enough for 
second place behind St 
Teilo’s year-10 Tamaul 
Whyte (2,442) while 
Rhys Allin (Cowbridge, 
middle, 2,102), Ellie 
Carter (Bryn Hafren, 
middle, 1,903) and 
Maisie Matthews (Bro 
Morgannwg, junior, 

I, 836) all finished third 
and Mathew Roan (St 
Cyres, 1,720) was the 
top placed Vale junior 
boy in seventh place. 

The event was hosted 
by the Ysgol Gyfun Bro 
Morgannwg PE depart¬ 
ment, who made an 
excellent job of organis¬ 
ing the event. 

Eollowing this fixture, 
91 athletes were selected 
to represent Cardiff & 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
Schools at the Welsh 
Schools’ Combined 
Events championships, 
which will be held for 
the first time at the 
Swansea University ath¬ 
letics track on Saturday, 
Tune 27. Eifty-five Vale 
pupils are included in 
that team.

Right royal shock

T he first-up match 
against what was 
said to be the weak¬ 
est opposition they would 
face on tour in South 
Africa, was always going 
to be a banana skin 
encounter for the British 
and Irish Lions.

Indeed, it was only in the 
flnal 12 minutes, with the 
arrival of the cavalry (from 
the replacements bench) and a 
solo try of sheer brilliance by 
Bridgend’s Lee Byrne, that the 
Lions clawed their way back 
and restored battered pride 
with two more late touch¬ 
downs.
